“All the 
safeguards of the Home Act 
againnt sub-lotling and profitcor- 
ing by tenants on “furnished” 
{lata wero, for somo reason known 
only to the Government, ocareful- 
ly deleted. ‘It has done more 
*horm than good, and the soonor 
it is abolished the bettor.” 


Continuing, ho snid the public 
Hked to call landlords ox- 
tortionsto, but tho Ordinance had 
given riso to an even 
extortionate. aystem—that 
aub- letting. at big profits 
“We = landlorda don't 
know who our tenants aro,” 
ho declared, "Our houser ore 
pa-sed on from ono to anothor 
without our knowledgo or 
euthority. A tonant takes a fiat, 
say, at a moderato rent, sticks 
come furniture in it, and Jots it 
to someone ata profit of GO por 
cont. or moro.” 


“Do you consider, thon, that 
tho rostriction Ordinance has 
done no geod at all?”

“They might in tomo cf tho 
favoured epots ", Mr. Humphroys 
roplicd. 

Uthorwiee, ho was of opinion 
that-a riso on tho present rates 
would, on the wholo, bo justified. 
Ho pointed out that the housing 
problem was not acute in Shang- 
hal, for example. Thoro they had 
no rent restriction. Thoy aleo had 
not the Hongkong landlord's pro- 
blems, such as typhoons and white 
ants. “Thero is an old 
saying,” added Mr. Humphreys 
‘that ‘fools build houses and 
wise mon live in them.’ That is 
not far wrong.” 

“Thon, to rum up, you consider 
thero is not likely to ba any 
houso shortago or excossivo 
ronts wero restriction to bo 
removed ?” : 

“Gonerally sponking, thore is 
no house shortage, execpt in 
favourite districts. A certain 
riso in rents in theso districts 
would bo justified, as some of the 
flats and houses do not yiold a 
ro urn of 7 por cent.’ Concluding, 
Mr. Humphreys — montioned, 
as on inatance of tho oasicr 
housing situation, that hoe 
had beon onquiring somo timo 
ago for flats at North Point 
for Watson's Chineso staff, 
and had: heen quoted very high 
prices. but now -he could obtain 
promises onsily, both old and new, 
in that district, at quite reason- 
able rents.

THE GOLD STANDARD. 


Of considerablo concern to 
business and finanoial intorcsts 
throughout tho world is tho 
movemont, rocently intonsified 
in Britain, towards’ 5 roturn to 
the gold standard.
